Two Juries Convict Woman 
Who Rlinded Her Husband 
With Boiling Lye 


The plan of a new money sys¬ 
tem whereby the human equation 
of skill, rather than machine or 
gold, would be the standard for 
currency, was presented to a 
group of Sierra Madre and Pasa¬ 
dena unemployed at the Municipal 
Light auditorium in Pasadena 
Tuesday night by Deane B. Cald¬ 
well, economic engineer now car¬ 
rying on research at the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology. 

Under Caldwell’s system, which 
would theoretically be put into 
effect by the mere pasage of a 
"Skill-Money Bill” by Congress, 
the average skill of a 25-year old 
man would be the basis for 51 
j per hour. Wages would be fixed 
by the skill of the Individual as 
it fluctuated above or below the 
standard. 

One dollar, then, would be a 
paper certificate issued by the 
government representing an 
hour’s work, on the average. 
Under the system, if a machine 
turned out a pair of shoes in an 
hour, the average man could 
buy a pair of shoes with the 
money gained in the same work 
time. Arrangements of govern¬ 
ment loans, with certified earning 
capacity as sole security and a 
low interest rate, also is claimed 
to be an actuality under the pro¬ 
visions of the bill. 

Members of the Sierra Madre 
Cooperative Relief Association 
were guests of the Pasadena un¬ 
employed and about twenty 
people from here attended. 


Mrs. Ida Brown of San Gabriel 
Court will come before Judge 
Bowron in the Superior court to¬ 
day for sentence following her 
conviction by two juries before 
which she was charged with hav¬ 
ing blinded her husband, Luis 
Brown, with boiling lye while he 
slept. The offense for which she 
stands convicted is punishable by 
imprisonment of from one to 14 
years in San Quentin. 

The first jury, before which she 
was tried on her plea of not 
guilty, passed only upon her guilt 
or innocence and reached its ver¬ 
dict of guilty in 24 minutes after 
leaving the jury box. The second 
jury heard evidence on her plea 
of “not guilty by reason of in¬ 
sanity." It deliberated somewhat 
longer before reaching an agree¬ 
ment that Mrs. Brown is sane 
and was in her right mind and 
responsible for her act at the 
time of its commission. 

The first trial, which lasted for 
several days, was concluded on 
Tuesday and the second case in 
which the woman’s sanity was at 
issue, began immediately. Both 
were replete with dramatic inci¬ 
dents. 

In the first trial both Mr. and 
Mrs. Brown as well as two of J 
their grown children testified. The 
facts in the case were not con¬ 
tested and the testimony con¬ 
sisted almost wholly of a recital 
of the facts in connection with 
the attack. It was obvious that 
the defense would make its stand 
on the insanity plea, though in 
the first trial it attempted to 
introduce, even from the mouth 
of the blind man, evidence tend¬ 
ing to show that he quarreled 
with, taunted and abused a highly 
nervous woman until she lost her 
reason and was not mentally re¬ 
sponsible at the time of the 
crime. 

The climax of the first trial 
which was on a plea of not guilty 
was reached when Luis Brown 
himself, blinded eyes hidden be¬ 
hind dark glasses, tapped his way 
to the witness stand with the 
aid of a cane, and testified in 
his wife’s defense. He was sup¬ 
ported on either side by his 
children, Reuben Brown, 21, and 
Mary, 19. His wife sat, as she 
did throughout the court proceed¬ 
ings, weeping. She fainted before 
he began his testimony. Brown 
said to the jury: 

"We were always quarrelling 
over other women. I know I drove 
my wife crazy." The court ruled 
this statement be disregarded by 
the jury and stricken from the 
record. 

In the early stages of the first 
trial Mrs. Brown attempted to 
show that she was driven to her 
act by abuse and cruelty on the 
part of her husband. She stated

Food And Clothing; Finds

Phvscologist Tells Kiwanis

A total of 62 were furnished 
work in December by the local 
Cooperative Relief Association, 
the month's report shows. Of this 
number 53 were men and eight 
were women, and the employment 
was divided between city work, 
settling basin jobs and the Santa 
Anita construction project. 

Over 6,681 pounds of food were 
distributed by the Association 
during the month of December, 
according to the report. This food 
including nearly' 1000 loaves of 
bread, was given to 161 needy 
families, comprising 537 persons. 

Lunches were furnished to an 
average of 12 men daily, and al¬ 
together 19,653 pounds of com¬ 
modities were handled by the As¬ 
sociation. As a result of the ex¬ 
tensive work of the members 
there are now literally’ hundreds 
of garments, socks, sweaters, 
dresses, suits and other apparel 
at the association’s headquarters 
which will be given out gratis 
to needy people, it is announced. 
By phoning 352-1 additional in¬ 
formation concerning this may 
be secured. 

The Foothill Civic Relief As¬ 
sociation, of which the local or¬ 
ganization is a member, is plan¬ 
ning to incorporate to insure 
blanket Insurance for the entire 
group. This will prevent damage 
suits being filed against in¬ 
dividual officers and even private 
members, as may be done now. 


Unanimous Choice Of Direc¬ 
tors As Resignation Of 
W R Humphries Accepted 

Miss Marion Vannier was elec¬ 
ted to succeed W. R. Humphries 
as chairman of the Sierra Madre 
chapter of the Red Cross at a 
meeting of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors on Friday. The position of 
executive secretary during 1933 
will be filled by Miss Louise 
Judson, and Mrs. C. W. Bowen 
is the new' vice-chairman. 

In accepting the regrets of the 
organization on his resignation, 
Mr. Humphries said. “My asso¬ 
ciation with the directors of this 
chapter has been pleasant and 
harmonious. At this time I wish 
to extend my appreciation for 
their cooperation and to place on 
record the fact that Sierra Madre 
has for the last 18 years proved 
herself to be a 100 perecent Red 
Cross community ...” 

A gold lapel button was pre¬ 
sented to Mr. Humphries for his 
five years of service in the po¬ 
sition of chairman here. The pin 
is inscribed with the dates 1927- 
1932, covering the period during 
which he served as president, and 
the presentation was made by 
Mrs. M. D. Welsher. 

Miss Vannier is a graduate ol 
Johns Hopkins University at 
Baltimore and has held many 
administrative nursing positions 
in the past including a post on 
the teaching staff of the Pasa¬ 
dena Hospital at the time of the 
San Francisco earthquake. She 
has been retired from active 
duties for several years, having 
come to Sierra Madre to retire. 
Her past activities include service 
as Dean of the School of Nurs¬ 
ing at the University of Minne- 
[ sota. 

Mr. Humphries stated that in 
the five roll calls that he has 
conducted this city has exceeded 
her quota in four instances on 
the basis of 5500 population. At 
present, he reported, the money 
and pledges on hand amount to 
about $1000. During December 
$72 W'as expended for milk for 
needy families. 

Red Cross supplies from Gov¬ 
ernment stores and National head¬ 
quarters are arriving daily, and 
the chapter now has either in 
stock or on the road a carload 
of flour, 265 sweaters, and an as- 


degree by the m^thmatician, the 
motor intelligence of the me¬ 
chanic, and the social intelligence 
of the minister and teacher. 

Touching on the doctrine of 
technocracy, Professor Sydnor 
said that he saw little in 1 it to 
gain hope from. He said he 
thought the solution of the pres¬ 
ent day problem lay in getting 
jobs for everyone in the field 
they were best suited U» enter, 
to provide work to offset the 
general unrest he had observed 
throughout the Nation. 

“Intelligence,” said the Pro¬ 
fessor, “is not the cramming in 
of knowledge, but rather the 
ability to act at the right time 
in the right way." He said that 
some of us are bucking work not 
of the right calibre to make for 
success, and that many times a 
change of environment may pro¬ 
duce results. Personality. he 
stated, acting upon situation, or 
environment, results in what we 
term character. 

In answer to questions put to 
him by club members, the speak¬ 
er gave as his opinion that the 
individual’s intelligence quota is 
more or less a fixed sum, not 
changed by the years, and only 
supplemented by additional knowl¬ 
edge and experience. He disputed 
the fact that drudgery in occu¬ 
pation results in lowered intelli¬ 
gence, or dullness, if the indi¬ 
vidual wills otherwise, and has 
it inherent in himself to progress. 

Facts were given concerning 
the system the schools have for 
determining the fitness of stud¬ 
ents for different branches of 
work. It is obviously wrong, Prof 
Sydnor said, for parents to insist 
on a youngster becoming a law¬ 
yer when his qualifications make 
it certain that he will fail in 
such a pursuit. Every person, he 
believes, has just so much In him, 
and nothing more is added by 
education and book learning al¬ 
though such an education de¬ 
velops and brings forth natural 
ability. 

“Qualities such as courage, 
honesty, et cetera, are largely a 
matter of training and environ¬ 
ment,” Prof. Sydnor said. 

The speaker was Introduced by 
William Middough. At the conclu¬ 
sion of the talk President W. J 
Lawless announced that next 
week the Kiwanis Club here 
would join with the rest of fhe 
clubs of the country in celebrat¬ 
ing the Kiwanis organization's 
18th birthday, which comes on 
January 21.

Ida Brown Will Be 
Sentenced Today 

(Continued from Pape One ) 
that he had repeatedly threatened j 
her life and that her married life 
was a series of quarrels in which | 
Brown became abusive at all i 
hours of day and night. 

Reuben and Mary Brown re- j 
luctantly told how they were ] 
awakened on the morning of the 
attack by their fatner's cries, of j 
how Mrs. Brown had tried to j 
swallow poison, and had shouted i 
that she was glad that she had 
done it. 

The prosecution for the second 
trial, to determine Mrs. Brown’s 
sanity and responsibility for her 
act, was more closely contested. 
Defense Attorney Nathan O 
Freedman attacked the “24-min¬ 
ute conviction.” and argued that 
his client was in “an emotional 
storm" when she dashed the lye 
in Brown’s face. Dr. Harry Sofer- 
enko, alienist for the defense, 
testified that she was in “a state 
of amnesia, and didn't know what 
she was doing.” 

Then for the second time Luis 
' Brown made a dramatic appear- 
J ance on the witness stand obvi- 
I ously hoping his testimony would 
prevent conviction of his wife. 

“For many months,” he said, 
“my wife had been acting queer. 
She was forever accusing me of 
going out with other women. I 
would come home from work and 
she would say: “I know where 
you’ve been— out with other 
women.' 

"Often I would be awakened 
in the middle of the night and 
turning on a light would see my 
wife dressing. She would tell me 
she was going out for a walk.” 

Four friends and neighbors of 
the Browns, Mrs. Cynthia Holmes, 
Mrs. Reba Resnick, Miss Pearl 
Goodman, and Mrs. L. Rosen, all 
testified that the defendant was 
known to be a woman of nervous 
temperament and erratic behavior. 

But all defense testimony was 
directly contradicted by a written 
report by Dr. Edward H. Wil¬ 
liams, noted alienist, and Dr 
Martin Carter, who had thorough¬ 
ly examined Mrs. Brown’s mental 
state. 

It was their belief, they said, 
that Mrs. Brown was sane and 
responsible. Deputy District At¬ 
torney Eugene Williams con¬ 
tended that deliberation and crim¬ 
inal intent in the planning of the 
crime had been shown beyond all - 
question. He cited the fact that 
Mrs. Brown had shown remorse, 
and that she attempted to take 
her life immediately after the act 
and that a second attempt o kill 
herself had been frustrated after 
her release from the county jail.

L AST WEEK we talked ot I 
avoca<lo and citrus trees for 
tne home orchard. Today we will 
talke up some other sub-tropical 


fruits that would add variety to 
the family table. 

The Cheromoyia or custard ap¬ 
ple is a delicious fruit and liked 
by all. The fruit is about the 
size of a large peach but rough 
on the outside. The inside flesh 
is smooth, sweet and creamy, 
with a flavor suggestive of straw¬ 
berries and pineapples. The tree 
is medium sized and bushy. 

The Sapote or Mexican peacn 
is liked by many for its odd 
bitter-sweet flavor. It grows into 
a tall, leggy tree with foliage 
that resembles the walnut. The 
fruit is almost the size of a peach. 

The Feijoa or Pineapple Guava 
and the yellow and red Straw¬ 
berry Guavas take up very little j of water. 


hedge that is both ornamental 
and useful is desired. The fruit 
makes really delicious jelly. The 
guava plants must have plenty 
of water or the fruit will drop. 

The Passion Fruit is produced 
on a rapid growing vine. The 
fruit is dull purple in color and 
about the size of a small hen's 
egg. It has become popular for 
flavoring for ice creams and 
candies. Preserved, its flavor re¬ 
sembles apricots. 

The fruiting Bananas, which 
has become very popular and 
thrives nicely in Sierra Madre.

with jobless, America still turns 
back to the farm—reaching for 
the security of food and shelter, 
regardless of profits. 

Such is the story to be gleaned 
from the latest report of the 
United States Bureau of Agricul¬ 
tural Economics, tracing the ebb 
and flow of population during the 
current year. _ 

America’s farm population, ac¬ 
cording to the Federal bureau, 
is swinging rapidly toward "new 
high," with indications that 32,- 
000,000 people will be living on 
farms by the start of the new 1 ° ne 
year, closely bordering the peak
